To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  the  remainder  of  the  hutted  camps  in  your  District 
were  closed,  the  former  occupants  being  re-housed  in  new  houses  built  by  ^ the 
Council.  More  small  houses  and  flats  suitable  for  elderly  people  are  being 
built  by  the  Council.  Pew  of  the  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  are 
available  for  letting.  All  houses  are  built  with  construction  and  drainage 
complying  with  modern  standards  as  far  as  possible.  There  was  steady  progress 
in  the  extension  of  water  mains  in  several  Parishes  and  the  majority  of 
householders  whose  houses-  could  be  connected  have,  availed  themselves  of  the 

improved  water  supply,  *  '  -  -  1  •  ■ 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  57  of*  "the  National  Assistance  Act 
to  remove  people  who  were  not  able  to  manage  their  own  homes  but  several 
people  were  visited  (mainly  elderly  people )  and-  advised  and  helped  so  that 
official  implimentation  of  the  Act  became  unnecessary.

In  my  Annual  Report'  for  1958  I  drew  attention  to  the  need  for  further 
sey/age  disposal  scheme-s-.  The  piped  water  supply  is  being  installed  at 
Stockbridge  and  plans  are  being  made  for  a  sewage  disposal  scheme  there,  a 
necessity  nov/  but  a  matter  which  will  become  urgent  when  water  is  more 
easily  available  from  a  piped  supply.  Because  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  in  Nursling  and  Rownhams  it  became  necessary  to  extend 
sewers  there  and  this  work  is  proceeding.  Many  of  the  older  house s^wxll 
not  be  able  to  connect  to  these  nev/  sewers  and  the  problem  of  sewering  in 
this  Parish  is  by  no  means  solved.  The  needs  for  sewers  in  V/ellow.and 
Chilworth  and  the  rapidly  growing  North  Baddesley  are  matters  requiring 

your  attention. 

There  has  been  notable  improvement  in  the  garbage  disposal  service. 

A  scheme  for  fortnightly,  instead  of  twice  monthly  collection^ of  house 
refuse  has  been  devised  and  since  the  early  summer  a  most  satisfactoiy 
standard  of  controlled  tipping  has  been  maintained. 
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The  passing  of  the  new  Mental  Health  Act  was  noted  by  your  Council. 
The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  is  taking  action,  but 
it  has  been  pointed  out  that,  "the  public  must  be  the  real  doctors  in 
connection  with  the  preventive  services  and  care  of  people  affected  by 
the  Mental  Health  Act"  so  that  the  enlightenment  of  public  opinion  in 
the  District  is  of  major  importance. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  Smith,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
his  cc-operation  in  the  preparation  of  Sections  C,  D  and  E.

The  various 'hates  calculated  from  the  births  and  deaths  are  not 
statistically  different  from  previous  years.  The  toll  of  road  accident.  ~ 
deaths  is  a  reflection  of  the  generally  occurring  carnage  on  our  roads. 

SECTION  B.  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICE 

1.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  Borough  of  Romsey  and  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
School  Medical  Officer  of  the'  Hampshire  County  Council.  This  conib ined 
appointment  helps  to  co-ordinate  the  medical  services  supplied  by  the 
County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  In  accordance  with  Part  III  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194-6,  with  the  services  supplied  by  the 
District  Council. 

Tour  Council  also  has  nine  representatives  on  the  County  Council 
District  Health  Sub -Committee  -  the  District  comprising  the  area  of  Romsey 
and  Stockb ridge  Rural  District  and  Romsey  Borough.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  also  attends  quarterly  Meetings  of  the  District  Health  Sub -Committee. 

2.  The  County  Council  supply  the  follovdng  services:- 

(a)  Ambulance  Service. 


Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Ronisey  (l)  and  Broughton  (l)  and 
controlled  from  the  County  Council  Offices  at  Winchester,  Additional 
ambulances  can  be  sent  to  the  District  from  the  depot  at  Winchester, 

(b)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

District ^ Nurses  are  responsible  for  domiciliary  midwifery  and  home 
nursing.  They  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  County  Council  Health 
Visitors*  the. Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  General  Practitioners 
of  their  areas.  No  nursing  arrangements  or  contribution  is  made  by 
the  District  Council  but  nine  members  represent  the  Council  on  the 
District.  Health  Sub -Commit tee  of  the  County  Council.

Dental  care  is  provided  for  expectant  mothers  and  for  children 
under  school  age. 

(e)  Home  Help  Service 

This  service  is  provided  for  mothers  confined  at  home,  for 
*  those  in  charge  of  the  elderly,  the  chronic  sick  etc.  The 
District  Health  Sub-Committee  receive  reports.

3.  Hospital  Services 

The  South  West  Regional  Hospital  Board  supply  general  maternity  and 
infectious  diseases  (including  tuberculosis  and  smallpox)  hospital  services 
for  this  area.

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SECTION  C.  -  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 

Water  Supply 

(i)  Forty-five  (45)  samples  of  water  from  private  sources 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  'Twenty- 
eight  (28)  were  found  to ‘be  satisfactory.  Of  the’  twenty- 
five  samples  submitted  from  the  Council’s  mains,  twelve 
(12)  Y/ere  satisfactory,  the  unsatisfactory  results  were  from 
nev/  mains  and  were  taken  before  any  consumers  Y/ere  connected. 

Three  (3)  samples  submitted  for  Chemical  Analysis  were 
satisfactory. 

(ii)  The  Southampton  Corporation  remain  the  Statutory  Under¬ 
takers  for  the  following-  Parishes:- 

Ampfield,  Chilworth,  Braishfield,  MLchelmersh ,  Mottisfont, 
North  Baddesley,  Nursling  and  Rownhams,  Romsey  Extra  and  part 
of  Sherfield  English. 

The  West  Hants  Water  Company  supply  v/ater  to  Wellow  and 
a  part  of  the  Parish  of  Sherfield  English, 

Work  Yvras  almost  completed  on  Stage  3  of  the  Council’s 
water  supply  scheme  which  includes  the  construction  of  a 
reservoir  at  Chattis  Kill  and  the  extension  of  the  mains 
to  Stockbridge,  Houghton,  Nether  Wallop  and  Over  Wallop, 

(iii)  No  cases  of  contamination  by  lead  were  experienced  during 
the  year. 

(iv)  The  number  of  premises  connected  to  the  mains  are  shewn 
in  Table  (vi)  below. 

Formal  action  to  secure  an  internal  piped  supply  was  taken 
on  three  occasions,  ‘

Sewerage 

No  new  lengths  of  sewer  were  laid  during  the  year.  It  was 
decided  to  extend  the  sewers  in  the  Parish  of  Nursling  and 
Rownhams  to  the  Rownhams  area,  this  will  serve  the  recent 
development  in  Rownhams  and  some  of  the  older  houses. 

There  are  at  present  333  dwellings  connected  to  the  main 
sewer  in  the  Parish  of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  and  46 1  in  the 
Parish  of  North  Baddesley. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  in  a  position  to  proceed 
with  a  sewera ge  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Stockbridge  during  196  0. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  Stockbridge  to  which  the 
Councils  attention  has  already  been  directed  will  be  further 
aggravated  by  the  natural  increase  in  water  consumption  through 
the  installation  of  a  mains  supply,  in  addition  there  is  the 
danger  of  the  introduction  of  disease  by  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  road  travellers  stopping  in  this  Parish  for  refreshments 
at  the  Cafes  and  Public  Houses, 

I  am  concerned  that  there  is  a  number  of  Public  Houses  in 
this  area  still  relying  on  pail  closets.  It  is  often  a  very 
short  distance  for  the  fly  to  travel  from  the  Closet  to  the  room 
in  which  food  is  served  and  when  it  is  realised  that  this  area 
adjoins  the  passenger  port  of  Southampton  with  hundreds  of  people 
from  abroad  having  access  to  these  antiquated  conveniences  the 
necessity  of  Water  Closets  is  obvious.

There  are  sixty-nine  (69)  movable  dwellings  with 
separate  licences  and.  thirteen  (13)  licenced  sites 
providing  accommodation  for  one  hundred  and  sixty-one 
(l6l)  caravans. 
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The  gyps y  problem  remains,  these  people  are  in  some  instances 
families  who  have  taken  to  this  kind  of  life  since  the  war,  they  are 
not  the  families  who  used  to  refer  to  themselves  'as  travellers  but  are 
people  making  a  living  from  collecting  iron  and  rags  throughout  the 
area  and  selling  to  dealers  in  Southampton. 

They  enter  land  without  the  owner ’  s  permission  and  refuse  to  move. 

The  only  remedy  the  owner  has  is  to  hire  a  tractor  and  haul  the  vans 
onto  the  road,  only  to  see  them  move  in  again  -within  a  few  days  or  weeks. 

They  are  often  extremely  untidy  and  leave  behind  a  collection  of 
unsaleable  material  which  the  owner,  at  his  own  expense,  must  remove. 

Land  owners  have  erected  new  fences  to  keep  these  people  out  only 
to  find  the  fences  removed  within  a  few  days  and  their  unwelcome  guests 
once  again  in  possession. 

This  is  a  problem  which  in. this  area,  is  increasing,  especially  in 
the  Parishes  of  Nursling  and  Rownhams  and  Chilworth  which  adjoin  Southampton. 

4.  Public  Cleansing 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  wras  commenced  during  the  year  and 
although  at  first  is  caused  a  little  confusion  the  scheme  is  now/  very 
satisfactory. 

There  have  been  some  complaints  from  people  living  in  the  Southern 
Parishes  who  would  like  the  refuse  collected  at  least  once  a  week  and 
who  object  to  carrying  the  bins  to  the  roadside,  but  residents  of  the 
Northern  and  more  Rural  Parishes  often  express  the  view  that  even  a 
fortnightly  collection  is  unnecessary. 

The  acquisition  of  the  tractor  to  assist  with  refuse  disposal  at  the 
Council’s  tip  was  a  great  success,  it  enabled  all  refuse  taken  to  the  tip 
to  be  covered  daily  and  the  Ministry’s  recommendations  for  controlled  tips 
were  complied  with  in  all  respects. 

The  fire  vihich  commenced  during  April,  1958  is  still  burning  although 
most  of  the  area  affected  by  the  fire  has  now  been  covered  with  sand,  it  is 
intended  to  cover  the  remainder  before  May,  I960. 

Refuse  from  Romsey  Borough  is  disposed  of  by  this  Authority. 

SECTION  E.  -  POOD

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(iii)  Eight  (8)  Outworkers  were  employed  in  the  District  in 
the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  All  premises  were  inspected 
and  found  satisfactory. 

7*  Rodent  Control 

The  rodent  control  staff  consisting  of  the  Rodent  Officer  and  one 
operator  surveyed  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (337)  Agricultural 
Premises,  forty  (40  )  Business  Premises  and  six  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  (6%-)  Private  Dwellings.  In  addition  they  dealt  with  two 
hundred  and  forty  six  (246)  infestations  in  Private .Houses  and 
sixty-four  (64)  infestations  on  Agricultural  land  and  Business 
Premises. 

8.  Nuisance  from  flies 

Many  complaints  were  received  of  fly  infestations  in  houses  and  in 
Churches,  these  flies  were  of  the  cluster  type  and  infestations 
occurred  throughout  the  district,  treatments  were  carried  out  with 
D.D.T.  smoke  generators  but  in  some  instances  the  smoke  did  not 
appear  to  penetrate  to  the  site  of  the  infestations. 

These  fly  infestations  were  fairly  common  throughout  the  whole 
country,

These  figures  for  under  5  year  olds  represent  about  6cfo  of  all 
children  in  the  age  group.  During  the  year  nearly  all  of  the  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  were  at  the  same  time  given  protection 
against  whooping-cough  and  tetanus. 

There  has  been  a  marked  drop  in  the  proportion  of  children 
receiving  a  ’booster*  injection  prior  to  entering  school  when  5  years 
old*  This  is  dangerous;  although  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
in  this  area  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in  the 
country  as  a  whole  during  1959* 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 


Two  hundred  and  eleven  (211 )  primary  vaccinations  were  done  in 
the  district  during  the  year  and  about  eighty-two  (82)  re-vaccinations. 
Among  the  primary  vaccinations  two  hundred  and  two  (202)  were  of 
children.  Thq  figure  for  babies  vaccinated  when  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  the  live  births  in  the  area  represents  only  k&fo  -  next 
to  the  lowest  for  all  the  twenty-six  (26)  districts  of  the  County.  I 
must  again  emphasise  that  the  proportion  of  people  vaccinated  in  the 
District  is  not  adequate  to  form  a  barrier  against  the  spread  of 
smallpox,  were  this  introduced  from  countries  where  the  disease  is 
prevalent.  Travellers  from  such  countries  arrive  at  the  sea  and  air 
ports  in  the  boroughs  'whose  boundaries  march  with  this  District. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Research  Council  instituted  an 
investigation  into  the  best  timing  for  the  many  prophylactic  injections 
that  are1  now  advised  for  children.'  It  is  suggested  that  the  best 
place  to  fit  smallpox  vaccination  into  the  scheme  is  during  the  second 
year  of  life*  This  suggestion  is  not  "accepted  in  all  countries  but 
it  is  "probable  that  in  England  vaccination  during  the  second  year  of 
life  mil  become  more' 'common  than  during  the  first  year. 


Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Tliree  thousand  5  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (3,379)  people 
received  their  first  two  injections  during  the  year^  and  three 
thousand  3  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (3,4-27)  received  their 
third  injections  during  the  year.  As  there  is  an  interval  of  at 
least  seven  months  between  the  second  and  third  injection  and  as 
provision  for  a  third  injection  was  only  made  late  in  1938  some 
of  these  third  injections  were  given  to  people  who  had  been 
vaccinated  in  1957  -  58.

Almost  all  the  injections  were  again  given  by  the  family 
doctors  and  the  administrative  work  of  record  keeping  and 
distribution  of  vaccine  was  done  in  the  Office  of  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 
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
